the colors of the heavens and the sym ­ 
bol of freedom and strength. 
There 
is no other flag and there cannot be. 
Therefore, the design of Prof. A r­ 
nett, of Wilberforce, for a flag for the 
negro w ill come to nothing. 
The con­ 
stitution of 
the United States lias 
made the negro an American citizen, 
and the flag of the United States is 
his flag, as it is the flag of the whole 
people. 
“ Prof Arett says that ‘every nation 
has a flag but the neg ro.’ 
He is in ­ 
correct in that statemont. 
The A fri­ 
can nations have flags and follow 
them, as other peoples and nations 
have flags but there can be but one 
flag for the U nited States. 
It* has 
been good enough for all citizens for 
more than a century and a quarter 
and w ill be good enough for all years 
to ccfme. 
But there is another objec­ 
tion. 
Prof. Arnett would have the 
flag of the negro w ith a ‘staff of w eep­ 
ing w’illow , to commemorate the fact 
that women and children once kneeled 
and prayed under 
weeping w illow 
trees. 
A black border w ill be appro­ 
priate to symbolize the color. 
In the 
center w ill be the picture of five rep­ 
resentative colored men, who stand 
for the eulig htenm ent of the people, ’ 
and he believes the adoption of the 
flag would ‘solve the race question.’ 
“ Therein little of log ic in his belief 
and there is no race question save as 
intemperate, men of either race may 
choose to force its ex istence. 
The 
fact is that the adoption of the flag of 
the negro would tend to raise rather 
than to kill the question of race. 
The 
flag of the U nited 
States is good 
enough for any citizen and strong 
enough to protect h im .’*
